The Canadian Goodwill Indus- 
tries, operated by the welfare de- 
partment of Grace United church 
Winnipeg. paid out $11,030 in wages 
and direct relief during the year 
ending March 31 

Hours of labor provided during 
the year for 972 persons nubered 
44.122. There were 196 persons 
placed in outside jebs and 4396 
given direct relief through store, 
factory. and in conjunction with 
other organizations. The Goodwill 
Home supplied 5,504 meals and 933 
beds
